DEFEATED 


It Will Now Be Up to Governor Tener 


to Appoint Judges. 


The defeat of the third amend 


ment to the constitution, at the recen 
election, willjmake it imperative for 
the 
Governor ' to appoint ' judges 


whose terms expire on the first Mon- 
day of January in odd numbered 
years up un&l 1920. 
The amend- 


ment was designed to correct an over- 
sight in the. amendment of 1909 
abolishing the .February election and 
providing that district judges should 
be elected only -in odd numbered 
years. 
Had ;the amendment passed 


the tenure ofjudges whose terms ex- 
pire on the first Monday of January 
in odd, numbered "years would have 
been extended one year. Being de- 
feated it will be up to the Governor 
to "appoint judges to fiir periods be- 
tween the expiration 
1915, 1917 and 1919, and the next 
election-at which a district or countj 
judge may be elected. ..There are 
fourteen district judges in the state 
whose terms expire on the first Mon- 
day of "January, 1915, among the 
number 
being Judge Joseph M 


Woods' of the Bedford-Huntingdon- 
Mifflin district, and Associate Judge 
J. W, Huff o*^Qiis county.

The book_pf Joshua opens •withfan 


other reference to the passing from 
earth of Moses, in some respects great- 
est of all prophets (Deut. xkxiv. 1O;12^ 
and again he is called by that .great1 
name, the .servant of the Lord (Deut. 
xxxiv. 5). It is one of the titles of 
the Lord Jesus (Isa. xlii, 1; Matt xii, 
18; Zech. iii, 8). and on that great 
passover night, when there was a strite 
among the disciples as to who should 
be the greatest. He taught that it was 
greater to serve and said, "I am among 
you as he that serveth" (Luke xxii. 
24r-27). 
Paul rejoiced in the title 


(Horn, i, 1; Phil, i, 1; Tit. i, 1) and per- 
haps never said anything greater than 
when he said, "Whose I am and whom 
I serve" (Acts xxvii, 23)' Joshua is 
called Moses' minister or servant or 
the one standing before him (Ex. xxiv, 
13; xxxiii, 11; Deut. i, 38). 


We meet him for the first time vic- 


toriously leading Israel against Am a- 
lek, while Aaron and Hur stayed up 
the hands of Jtfoses. Next we find him 
as Modes' minister going up into the 
mount, 61 ~God with Moses •when.Jie 
went "to receive the tables of the law 
and returning with him after the forty 
days. Then we find him abiding in the 
tabernacle and afterward as one of 
the twelve spies and one of the two 
who encouraged the people to go np at 
that time and possess the land, the 
only two who left Egypt as men and 
entered into the promised land (Ex. 
xvii, 8-16; xxiv. 13; xxxii, 17: xxxiii. 
11; Num.-xiii. 8,1&: xiv, 6,3Q; xxvi, 65). 


When Moses was told^that he conld 


not enter into the land he asked the 
Lord to set a manove.cfb.em who would 
faithfully shepherd them,'and the Lord 
said. "."Talie thee"Jostiuk; the" soil "of 
Nun. a man in whom-is the spirit, and 
lay thine hand upon him" (Num. xxvii, 
12-23). 


Now Moses is gone, and Joshua is 


the leader, and the Lord spake unto 
Joshua, and our iesson gives us the 
message 
We read in one place that 


"the word of the Lord came expressly 
unto Ezekiel" (Ezek. i, 3). and unless 
the word of the Lord comes expressly 
t(Teach~of us as we read'we'haveTibt 
read with profit as we might have done. 


There is a Canaan to be possessed 


and enjoyed, not after we die, but here 
and now, and we may enter ourselves 
and help others to enter. It is all a 
matter of faith, and "we-who have 
believed do enter into rest" tHeb. iv. 
3). Tbj land was paven to them, but 
they wei-e to enter in and take posses- 
sion, on!) that which they actually 
trod upon being really theirs (verses 
2, 4; Deut. xi, 24). 


I do not know any greater assurance 


for a believer in the word of God than 
those wonderful words of the Lord to 
men, "I am with you." Even to Jacob 
He said, "Behold, I am with thee and 
will keep thee." To Isaac He said, 
"Fear not. for I am with thee." To 
Moses He said, "Certainly I will be 
with thee," and now He says to Josh- 
ua: "As I was with Moses, so 1 will be 
with thee. 
I will not fail thee nor 


forsake thee" (verse 5; Gen. xxviii, 15; 
xxvi, 24; Ex. iii, 12). 


The Lord Jesus could say nothing 


greater to His disciples when He sent 
them forth after His resurrection with 
the good news for all the world than 
"Lo. I am with you all the days" (Matt, 
xxviii, 20). Just one suggestion from 
this great assurance certainly is thi 
that He will do it all, all that is to be 
done, if we will only be His willing 
and obedient fellow workers (I Cor.

He was a very sensitive man, 
arid the knowledge that he toad saved 
his own'lif e by<3umping at the expense 
oC such a disaster as resulted from 
his leaving bis engine reversed with 
stfeam on would have driven him to 
suicide. ~A"notherv friend, also an en- 
gineer, added, "Yes, and it will trouble 
Bill dead "justJ as much as it would 
have troubled him living."

place, Joe Bigley, an engineer, was 
approaching the place of the landslide, 
only he was going in the opposite direc- 
tion, when suddenly he saw a loco- 
motive headlight, full glare, right in 
front of him.

MINISTERS WHO RUN CITIES 


Love Their Jobs and are "Remarkably 


Efficient in Them. 


Those who insist that ministers 


should leave politics alone, and those 
who profess to believe that "a min- 
ister is not the right sort of a man to 
be placed at the head of a million- 
dollar corporation such as a large 
city," might read with profit the Rev. 
Judson Lewis Cross' Congregational- 
ist article on "Ministers as Mayors." 
Mr. Cross happens to know some- 
thing of the work of three Congrega- 
tionalist pastors who first became in- 
terested in civic reform, and then 
were given the chance to run the 
good-sized cities in which they had 
preached 
And all three, according 


to this writer, love their jobs and are 
remarkably efficient in them. 
These 


men are W. J. Hindley, George R 
Lunn and George A. Brock, who ex- 
ercise the chief magistracy in Spo- 
kane, Wash.; Schenectady, N. Y., 
and Lockport, N. Y. Mayor Lunn, it 
is true, was defeated for reelection 
recently, but only through a. combi- 
nation of the other 'parties against 
him; he looks upon the fact that his 
vote was increased over that of two 
years ago as "an indorsement of his 
administration. 
The 
predominant 


impression gained by meeting these 
and hearing them talk enthusiastical- 
ly of their work, so we read, "was in 
the case of each that of an unusually 
strong personality, positive in the be- 
lief 
that churches and ministers 


should assume the leadership in civic 
and social reforms, independent and 
Tearless, sensible of the responsibili- 
ties and burdens of office, yet opti- 
mistic of the future and confident of 
the religious as well as the social sig- 
nificance of. the results obtained." 


Mayor Hindley of Spokane, we 


read in The Gongregationahst, is a 
Canadian by birth, and was for seven 
years pastor of the Pilgrim Church in 
that Western city. He became an ac- 
tive worker for reform, was largely 
instrumental in bringing the city's 
present park system into existence, 
and was one of the leaders in the 
movement for a commission form of 
government 
Upon the adoption of 


the commission plan he consented to 
run for a commissionership 
Except 


for one man whose experience as 
city official gave him a place without 
contest, Mr Hindley received the lar- 
gest vote. He was chosen chairman 
of the commission, and is "virtually 
mayor, presiding at the sessions and 
acting as the head of the Department 
of Public Affairs." Here is what Mr. 
Cross has to say of his work in office:

pire until December 31, 1915, but 
already m his eighteen months of
